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EXPLANATORY NOTICES. 


Explanation of the columns headed ‘‘ Remarks on the Weather.” 


Tue whole of the results here recorded are the averages of observations relative to 
the pressure, temperature, and moisture of the atmosphere, made by Mr. Daniell, the 
present Professor of Chemistry at King’s College, London. These observations were 
conducted with more than ordinary precaution; they were repeated three times each 
day, and continued for a period of three years, beginning with September, 1819, and 
ending August, 1822. 

The barometer and thermometer by which the pressure and temperature are deter- 
miued are instruments too well known to need description. The pressure is measured 
by the height of the column of mercury which it is capable of supporting, and which 
is here expressed in inches and decimals of an inch. The temperature is expressed 
in degrees and decimals of a degree of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. 

The hygrometer, by which the state of the atmosphere is ascertained with reference 
to moisture, is not as generally known as the barometer and thermometer. Hygro- 
meters are of various kinds, differing widely both in principle and construction, but 
most of them have been superseded by the very delicate instrument invented by Mr. 
Daniell above mentioned. Its principle is simply this:—a common thermometer is 
enclosed in a glass tube, which is then hermetically sealed. By a particular con- 
trivance the temperature of the apparatus can be gradually reduced at pleasure. This 
reduction of temperature, unless the surrounding gr. eng is perfectly dry, will at 
length occasion a deposition of moisture in the form of dew upon the exterior surface: 
of the glass; for it is known that, whenever aqueous vapour comes in contact with a 
substance whose temperature is less than its own, condensation immediately ensues ; 
and this condensation is the more copious the greater the difference between their tem- 


ence Familiar instances of this are seen in summer, when a bottle of wine is- 


rought from a cool cellar, or when a decanter is fresh filled from a well. As the re- 
duction of temperature takes place slowly, the precise instant can be observed when. 
the deposition of moisture commences. The indication of the enclosed thermometer at 


this instant is what is called the ‘‘dew-point.’’ We see then that the dew-point is the- 


temperature immediately below that of the vapour contained in the surrounding atmo- 


sphere; the difference, however, between the dew-point and that of the vapour is so- 


slight that for all ordinary purposes they may be considered the same. 
e term ‘‘ dryness’ can of course, in strictness, mean only the absence of moisture 


—drought and moisture being related to each other in precisely the same manner as. 


heat and cold; it has, however, been applied to denote the difference between the 
temperature of the air and that of the vapour it contains :—thus in January the “‘ mean 
dryness” is 3691 (the “mean temperature” of the air) diminished by 34°°3 (the mean 
temperature of the contained vapour, or ‘‘mean dew-point’’); that is, 198. In like 
manner, the ‘ greatest dryness’ is the greatest @ifference observed during the month 
between the temperature of the air and the corresponding temperature of the contained 
vapour; and the ‘‘ mean greatest do. of day’’ is the average of the greatest difference- 
observed each day throughout the month. This use of the term ‘‘ dryness,’’ as syno- 
nhymous with the difference of the temperatures of the air and contained vapour, 
would be less objectionable if the dryness of the atmosphere really depended solely 
upon this difference, which, however, is not the case; for this difference may be the 
same on two days when the atmosphere is charged very unequally with moisture. It 
is the temperatures themselves, and not their difference, which determines the quantity 
of moisture in the atmosphere at any time. When these temperatures are known the 
Weight in grains of the aqueous vapour contained in a cubic foot of air will be given by 
the followin 

Rule.—Find the number in column N of the annexed Table which is opposite tothe 
dew-point nearest to that indicated by the hygrometer, and divide it by 448 increased 
by the temperature of the air, The application of this rule will be much facilitated 
by using the card of four-figure logarithms published by the Society; for this reason 
We give in a third column the logarithms of the numbers in the second.

Example.—Suppose the corresponding observations of the thermometer and hygro- 
meter give—Temp. of air 3691; dew-point 3493 (we take the means for the month 
of January). Here the number in the second column opposite to 34° (the dew-point 
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nearest to that indicated by the hygrometer) is 1211, which, divided Log. N.  3°0829 
by 484-1 (the temperature of the air increased by 448) gives 2°501 Log. 484°1 2°6849 
for the weight in grains of the moisture contained in a cubic foot of -_-— 
the atmosphere at thetime and place of the observation. The loza- 2.500 0°3980 
rithmic working of this example is given in the margin. 

It only remains to notice the column headed ‘‘ Radiation.”” The “ solar radiation” 
is the excess of the indication of a thermometer with a blackened bulb when exposed 
to the direct rays of the sun, above that of a similar thermometer placed in the shade, 
the indications being observed simultaneously. The “terrestrial radiation”’ is the 
defect of the indication of a thermometer with a blackened bulb when exposed during 
the night upon a grass plat to the full aspect of the sky, below that of a similar ther- 
mometer placed under shelter. 

It must be borne in mind that the results recorded at the head of the several months 
are the averages of observations made in by-gone years, with which it is extremely im- 
probable that similar observations made in the corresponding month of any one subse- 
quent year will entirely agree, but from which on the other hand it is improbable that 
the departure will be very considerable. 

Explanation of the columns headed “‘ Length of day,”’ ‘ Day’s increase or decreuse,”’ 

Day breaks,”’ and ‘‘ Twilight ends.”’ 
Tue column headed ‘‘ Length of day’’ contains the number of hours and minutes 
between sunrise and sunset. The column headed ‘‘ Day’s increase’’ expresses the 
number of hours and minutes which the day has increased since the shortest day; and, 
where the column is headed ‘* Day’s decrease,”’ it expresses the number of hours and 
minutes which the day has decreased since the longest day; fur example, the length of 
the longest day in 1845 is put down in the column “ Length of day”’ at 16h. 34m.; 
and on the 6th of July following we find that the length of the day, or the number of 
hours and minutes between sunrise and sunset, is set down at 16h. 24m.; hence the 
day has decreased 10m. since the longest day, and, accordingly, in the column ‘‘ Day’s 
decrease,’’ we find opposite July the 6th 0h. 10m. 
Equation of Time. — 
In the Almanacs of the Society the calculations are all made for mean time ow by 
the clock), instead of apparent time (given by the sun-dial), which latter had been 
used up to the year 1833. It must be obvious that, for all practical purposes, mean 
time is the most useful; and to obtain it from apparent time, the columns in the 
Almanac headed ‘‘ Equation of Time’’ should be used. The column ‘ Equation 
of Time’’ ought, for example, to be consulted when persons are desirous of setting 
their clock by a sun-dial. When clock after sun is written above the number of 
minutes aud seconds opposite to the day, then the clock ought to be set so much slower 
than the sun-dial, and the contrary. © 
Moonlight. 


Tue Moon’s age is set down in days and the nearest tenths of days from the time of 
change. Thus it is New Moon on the 8th of January at 7h. 13m. morning, and there- 
fore at noon on the 9th she is 1 day 4h. 47m. old, which is set down as 1 day and two- 
tenths. The fraction of the day of course continues the same throughout the lunation.

AUXILIARY TABLE FOR FINDING THE TIME OF SUN- 
RISING AND SETTING. 


The time of Sunrise and Sunset in the ‘ British Almanac’ ts adapted to the 


parallel of latitude in which London is situated—viz. 51° 30’. 

Tue following table has been constructed to show the variations of time through the 
United Kingdom—namely, between the latitude of 58° and 50°10’ N. The times of 
sun-rising and sun-setting are computed for the instant that the sun’s centre is even 
with the horizon of the sea. The number of minutes found in this table under the 
month-day, and in the required ljatitude, are to be applied to the time of sun-rising 
and setting found on that day in the Almanac; the result will be the time of his 
rising and setting at the place required.—Ex. At what time will the sun rise and 
set on May 21 at Edinburgh? The time of sunrise and sunset on that day in the 
Almanac is 4h. 2m. A.m., and 7h. 51m. p.m. In the tables in parallel of 56°, in which 
Edinburgh is found, and under May 21, are 23 minutes; which, subtracted from 
4h. 2m., leaves 3h. 39m. for time of sunrise; and, added to 7h 51m., gives 8h. 14m. 
for time of sun-setting. 

The places which follow the different parallels are situate within 15 miles of latitude, 
either north or south of it.

By the act 1 Will. IV., c. 70, it is enacted that “in the year 1831, and afterwards, 
the justices of the peace in every county, riding, or division, for which Quarter-Sessions 
of the Peace by law ought to be held, shall hold their general Quarter-Sessions of the 
Peace in the first week after the llth of October, in the first week after the 28th of 
December, in the first week after the 31st of March, and in the first week after the 24th 


of June.”’

way than by bequeathing them anything : for lega- 
cies to attesting witnesses, or to the wife or hus- 
band of an attesting witness, are void. No person 
under twenty-one can make a valid will. Wills 
are revoked by subsequent marriage; otherwise 
a will can ony be revoked by destruction, or by 
the making of a new one; and alterations in wills 
must be made in the same manner as a will is 
made. Wills are to be construed as if madeim- 
mediately before the death of the testator, unless a 
contrary intention is expressed ; and ties be. 
queathed in general terms include all property in 
the possession of the testator at his decease, whe- 
ther acquired before or after the will was made.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

By an Act of 4 William the Fourth, 
cap. 36, a Central Criminal Court is con- 
stituted for London and Middlesex, and 
certain parts of Essex, Kent, and Surrey, 
the Sessions of which are to be holden in 
London or the suburbs at least twelve 
‘times in a ear. The Judges are the 
Lord Mayor, the Lord Chancellor, the 
Judges, the Aldermen, Recorder, and Com- 
mon Serjeant of London, and such others 
as her Majesty may appoint. The juris- 
diction of this rt extends toall treasons, 
murders, felonies; and misdemeanors, 
including all places within ten miles of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. Act, also, 
offences committed on the high seas within 
the jurisdiction of the Admiralty of England 
are to be tried in this court.—The follow- 
ing are the sittings for 1844-45:—1844, 
Nov. 25, Dec. 16; 1845, Jun.'6, Feb. 3,

Evenine MAt.s. 
Tue Receiving Houses are open for 
post letters till hal(-past five, and 
at St. Martin’s-le-Grand and the . Branch 
Offices. at Charing Cross, Old Cavendish- 
street, Blackman-street, Southwark, and 
Lombard-street, till six, without fee; atthe 
three first Branch Offices till a quarter to 
seven; and at Lombari-street and the Ge- 
neral Post Office, St. Martia’s-le-Grand, 
till seven, paying ld. each; the extra 
penny on ali inland letters to be pai 
by a stamp, but upon foreign, colonial, 
or ship letters the penuy may be paid 
either by a stamp or in money. 
General post letters are charged by 
weight, as follows .— 


Letters not exceeding + 0z., one postage 
Do. 1 02., two postages 
Do. 2 oz., four postages 
Do. 3 0z., six postages; 


and so on, adding two postages for every 
ounce up to 16 ounces, beyond which no 
packet subject to postage shall be received ; 
but parliamentary papers are an excep- 
tion. The price of a postage is one penny, 
which must be prepaid, either by money 
or the use of a stamp, or it will be charged 
double, and if the weight cf the leiter 
should exceed the value of the stamps at- 
tached, the excess will be charged double : 
thus, a letter weighing more thau half an 
ounce, but not exceeding an ounce, if 
bearing one penny stamp only, will be 
charged an additional twopence on de- 
livery. Siamped envelopes are to be pur- 
chased at every post-oflice, as well as at 
most stationers, at the rate of 1s. 14d. per 
doz. of peuny and 2s. 2d. ol doz. of two- 
penuy envelopes, und this rate is most 


rigidly ordered to be observed in all frac- 
tional parts of the dozen. 

Newspapers, to gothe same day, must be 
put into the General Post Office before six 
o'clock ; but those put in before half-past 
seven o'clock will go the same evening by 

ying a halfpenny with each. In the 

ranch offices they must be put in before 
five. They must he sent in covers, open at 
the sides, and no words or communication: 
must be » pet on such paper after the 
same shall have been published, nor any 
writing or marks upon such printed paper, 
or the cover thereof, other’ than the name 
and address of the person to whom it is 
sent. If addressed to persons who have 
removed, they may be re-directed, and 
sent free of extra charge. Such papers. 
may be examined by the Post Office 
officers ; and, if there be any breach of the 
above regulutions, the packet shall be 
charged with treble duty; and, if it shal? 
appear not to have been duly stamped, 
shall be stopped and sent to the Commis- 
sioners of Stamps. 

British newspapers sent to foreign coun- 
tries where they are permitted to go free 
through the foreign post, go free: but if 
otherwise, they are charged a British 
postage of 2d. each ; or a rate equivalent 
to the foreign rate. French newspapers 
are subject to a tage in England of 
one halfpenny. English papers py im 
France a postage of 5 ceutimes. Foreign 
newspapers in like manner, if printed in. 
the language of the country from which. 
they are forwarded. 

Newspapers to and from the Colonies. 
are transmitted free, unless sent by private 
ships; and if going abroad must be pusted 
within a week of their publication, 
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 Mornine Malta. 

The Letter Boxes at the Receiving 
Houses will be open till seven a.m.for news- 
papers, and eight a.m. for letters; and 
those at the branch offices, Charing Cross, 
Old Cavendish-street, and the Borough, 
fur the reception of newspapers until half- 
past seven a.m.,and tor letters until eight 
a.M. At the General Post Office and the 
Brauch Office in Lombard-street, the boxes 
will close for newspapers at a quarter be- 
fore eight a.m., and for letters at half-past 
eight a.m. Mail despatched at half-past 
pine a.m. 

No person will be permitted hereafter 
to send or reevive Jetters free of postage. 
Members however of either House of Par- 
liameut will be entitled to receive, free of 
charge, petitions addressed fo either House 
of Parliament, provided they are seut 
without covers, or in covers open at the 
sides, aud do not exceed the weight of 
thirty-two ounces. Addresses to Her Ma- 
jesty will likewise go free of postage. 

he rates on newspapers and letters of 
soldiers and sailors will remain unaltered, 
with the. exception, however, that the pri- 
vilege now given to soldiers’ and sailors’ 
letters will be restricted to the cases in 
which they shall not exceed half an ounce 
in weight. 

Letters and packets exceeding sixteen 
Ounces in weight, with the exception of 
those classes mentioned below, cannot be 
lurwarded to their destination, but must 
be sent to the Dead Letter Office. 

The following are the exceptious to this 
rule ;—Parliamentary Petitions aud Ad- 
«dresses to Her Majesty, Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, letters and packets addressed 
to or received from. places, beyond sea, let- 
ters and packets to aud from Public Depart- 
ments, and to and from Public Officers 
now franking by virtue of their Office, 
Deeds, if trausmitted under such Regula- 
tions as the Postmaster-General may con- 
sider necessary. ‘The rate of postage for 
Parliamentary Papers is one penny for 
every four ounces. 

comers for sums under 5/. are 
gran y every post-town upon every 
other post-town in the United Kingdom, 
on application at the various offices; and 
also by and upon certain offices in the me- 
tropolis, of which the postmasters are fur- 
nished with a list, tor which a commission 
of 3d. for Two Pounds, and 6d. for any sum 
above Two Pounds and not exceeding Five 
Pounds, is charged. Letters, whether con- 
taining coin, or articles of value or not, 
may be registered.on the payment of Oue 
Shilling and the postage, both in advance ; 
but Post Office Orders are recommended 
for small sums; and, if neither of the 
above.means be adopted, that all bills, 
notes, &c., be cut in halves, and sent by 
different posts; the numbers, dates, &c., 
should also be carefully taken.

RATES OF POSTAGE ON SINGLE LETTERS. 


The uniferm single rate on all letters 


conveyed by packet between the United 
Kingdom and the British colonies and pos- 
sessions will be «ne shilling, with the 
exception of letters between the United 
Kingdom and Malta, the Ionian Islands, 
and India, when — through France, 
for the rates on which, see Packet List be- 
low. Letters, therefore, intended to pass 
at the reduced single rate of a shilling 
between these three last-mentioned places 
and the United Kingdom should be ad- 
dressed Southampton. 

Foreign: letters, when transmitted by 
packet, will be liable to the single rates 
of packet postage from Southampton, 
Falmouth, Dover, and London, as given 
in the Table below, if posted or delivered 
at the port. 1f posted or delivered atany 
other place in the United Kingdom they 
will be subject to the additional single 
rate of two pence as inland postage. 

Letters, however, between France and 
the United Kingdom, and also those in 
transit through France, will be an excep- 
tion to this rule; the British charge on 
such letters wiil be the uniform single 
rate, now taken from London, except in 
those cases where the letters are at present 
subject to a less charge than the sum 
cified. ‘This last provision also upplies to 
letters between the United Kingaom and 
Beigium, the rates on which, where lower 
than the sum specilied, will not Se in- 
creased. 

Letters also between the United King- 
dom and the United States of America, 
and between the “United Kingdom and 
Spain, vid Southampton, form a further 
exception to this rule. No inland postage 
therefore will be taken on letters between 
the United Kingdom and France, and 
those in transit through France, or upon 
those between the United Kingdem and 
the United States of America, or upon 
those between the United Kingdom and 
Spain vid Falmouth.

But Troy Weight is also used by Apothe- 
caries in compounding medicines, and by 
them the ounce is divided into 8 drams, 
and the dram into 3 scruples, so that the 
latter is equal to 20 grains. 


For scientific purposes the grain only is 
used; and sets of weights.are constructed 
in decimal progression, from 10,000 grains 
downwards to ofa grain. 


By comparing the number of grains in 
the Avoirdupois and Troy pound and ounce 
respectively, it appears that the Troy 
pound is less than the Avoirdupois, in the 
proportion of 14 to 17 nearly; butthe Troy 
ounce is greater than the Avoirdupovis, in 
the proportion of 79 to 72 nearly. 

The carat, used for weighing diamonds, 
is 3} grains. The term, however, when 
used to express the fineness of gold, has a 
relative meaning only. Every mass of 
alloyed gold is supposed to be divided into 
24 equal parts; thus the standard for coin 
is 22 carats fine, that is, it consists of 22 
parts of pure gold, and 2 parts of alloy. 
What is called the new standard, used for 
watch-cases, &c., is 18 carats fine,
